Mankind in general is progressing 
on an ascending scale of develop- 
ment.

The first step leading to Spiritual 
Reality is the cultivation of a life of 
harmony. Internal and external har- 
mony must be the keynote, no matter 
how many bitter disappointments life 
may bring to you. The petty griev- 
ances of the many obstacles that may 
obscure your path, must not in any 
way affect your inner equilibrium.

The Light of Truth that comes 
through different windows, each 
claims, is not the same. 


But when you penetrate within the 
Shrine, you will see that One White 
Light is there, and that the difference 
of color is in the window and not in 
the Light. (Truth) 

And so when we enter into the 
higher phases of Religion, which can 
only be acquired by slow growth, we 
see that the Truth is One, and that 
the different faiths, with their vari- 
ous colors and allegories are aimly 
steps that lead to the Inner Sanct- 
uary and Unity of the Godhead. 


Those who live a Spiritual Life, 
live in an entirely different atmos- 
phere.

Meditation 

The first step is to make the mind 
Introspective, so that the mind con- 
trols the senses.

Finally the objective thoughts be- 
come less and less. 

In the next stage of development, 
the ideas or thoughts will be those 
that automatically come from the 
subconscious. These subconscious 
thoughts must also be destroyed by 
the will of the disciple. As an illus- 
tration, when the subconscious ideas 
come into the mind they must be dis- 
pelled by an effort of the will. 


The next phase consists of concen- 
trating the mind on one definite ob- 
ject, exclusive of all else. It may be 
accomplished by concentrating on 
some external object. A Christian 
may hold a picture of the Jesus in 
his mind and concentrate on all the 
virtues and principles of the Christ, 
and will that these principles will 
become embodied in his life. He 
must endeavor to live them. A Bud- 
dhist will concentrate on the Bud- 
dha, a Mohammedan upon Moham- 
med, etc. 

Meditation must first start with 
the form and develop to the formless. 
First the form thought must be held 
in the mind. When this objective 
meditation becomes intensified the 
external cause of the object will be 
perceived. The reaction of the mind 
will in time control the thought 
waves of the mind. Later they will 
reflect the higher state of conscious- 
ness and Higher Revelation will be 
acquired.

To show the Universal 
character of this great truth, we find 
Sacred writings of the 
Chinese, in the Indian Vedas, handed 
down through the Cabbala of the 
Hebrews, and among the hierotic 
papyrus of the Egyptians. 

Number vibration, as it is now 
used, was handed down by Pytha- 
goras, one of the greatest of the 
Greek philosophers. Pythagoras, a 
great student and teacher, lived six 
centuries before Christ. After study- 
ing for twenty-two years in India 
and Egypt, he returned to Greece, 
bringing with him the knowledge he 
had gained in the use of name and 
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number vibration. He became out- 
standingly proficient, and gained not 
only a large following but also much 
power through his system of Numer- 
ology. Much of his work and writ- 
ings were destroyed in a later period 
of rebellion and destruction, but the 
key to his system has been handed 


down, forming the basis of modern 
usage. 
What, then, is Numerology? If 


you should be asked the question, 
“What do numbers mean to you?" 
what would be your answer? Do you 
think Arithmetic as you learned it 
in your early school years? or 
money? or material objects? Per- 
haps the idea that each number has 
an Occult Symbolism and interpreta- 
tion has never come to your atten- 
tion. The following brief explana- 
tion of the source and symbols of 
numerical evolution will enable you 
to understand the meaning and de- 
rivation of name and number vibra- 
tion. 

The Fundamental Law of Nature 
is the Law of Vibration. Science 
now teaches that matter is but the 
manifestation of an unknown force, 
vibrating at different and varied 
rates. The Science of Number Vi- 
bration has as its basis the Law (All 
things are the manifestations of One 
Universal Substance and the great 
variety of forms are due to the dif- 
ference in the rate of vibration.) 

Musical sounds are produced by 
the vibrations of strings, metal, etc. 
When these vibrations are passed 
through fine materials such as dust 
or sand, they produce varying 
sounds, according to the pitch or 
rate of vibration. This proves the 
theory of Physics, that vibration 
produces sound, resistance and form. 

Following is a study of the Laws 
of Vibration and their Symbolical 
Numerical derivations from a Meta- 
physical standpoint. 

When the “First Cause“ set in 
vibration the Universal Creative 
Forces, Spirit entered into matter, 
and the vibrations of Creative 
Energy were sent forth. Symbol- 
ically, the circle or nought (0) may 
be considered as the Unmanifest, for 
it is no-thing. Within this Circle of 
the Unmanifest is, however, the po- 
tentiality of all things, all numbers. 

(1) With the first manifestation, 
the vibration or force from within 
the circle caused it to rotate. The 
result of this revolution was the for- 
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mation of the axis, for nothing can 
revolve without a center. This axis, 
within the circle, is the first vibra- 
tion and symbolical of the first num- 
ber, one. This first vibration is a 
strong positive force, symbolizing the 
descent of spirit into matter, there- 
fore Adam (man) typifies this mani- 
festation. 

It can readily be seen why one has 
the following qualities or character- 
istics: Individuality, Pioneering, 
Creative Ability, Initiative and sim- 
ilar qualities. 


(2) As each positive force is fol- 
lowed by a negative aspect, we have 
a duality now appearing. This is 
symbolized by the horizontal axis 
crossing the vertical axis of the first 
manifestation, forming a cross. Num- 
1 ber two is opposite to the positive 
= masculine one and therefore is nega- 
tive or receptive and feminine. Eve 
(woman) symbolizes this second vi- 
bration. 
Aspects of number two are Help- 
fulness, Receptivity, Diplomacy, At- 
tention to small things, collecting, 
building, ete. 
(3) The symbol of three is the 
triangle, formed by the three aspects 
Th Divinity, Spirit, Soul and Matter.

(6) The symbol for six is two in- 
terlaced triangles, forming a six 
pointed star. It contains the triangle 
of nature and that of Divinity; the 
involution of Spirit into matter, and 
the evolution of matter into Spirit. 
This shows that man, through co- 
ordination of his forces with the 
Divine within may attain Knowledge 
and Wisdom. 


The number six has always been 
connected with industry and labor, 
and the insects, ant and bee, which 
are symbolic of these words, not only 
are composed of six parts, but also 
have six legs. 

Characteristics of this number are 
Homemakers, Humanitarians, Relia- 
bility, Responsibility, Constructive 
Persistency, those working for the 
uplift of others, as teachers, writers, 
etc. 


(7) Seven is symbolized by the 
interlaced triangles with a dot at the 
center, showing man, through Intro- 
spection and searching Within, has 
come to the Realization of the Nature 
of Self. 


Seven is a number of completion, 
of wholeness. There are seven notes 
to the musical scale, seven rainbow 
colors, seven days to the week. 
Seven is also a number of mysticism; 
all sacred writings are sealed with 
seven seals, man has Seven Life 
Principles, there are seven sacred 
planets. Seven is called the number 
of the Priest in the Temple“. 


Characteristics of Seven are Re- 
serve, Wisdom, Intuition, Mysticism, 
Completion, Introspection, Searcher 
for Truth, Interested in Occult. 


(8) The symbol of eight is the 
Balance, eight placed sideward. It 
is an evolutionary number, connected 
with the spiral of advancement, from 
lower to higher; showing balance of 
material with Spiritual. 


Characteristics are Balance, Dis- 
crimination, Perception, Executive 
Ability, Leadership, Builder for 
Humanity through balance of mater- 
ial with Spiritual. 


(9) The symbol for nine is three 
interlaced triangles forming a nine- 
pointed star. It is the number that 
never changes, a number of comple- 
tion, of initiation into a higher cycle. 
Multiplied with any other number, 
the sum of the resulting digits is 
always nine. 
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Nine signifies Completion, Service, 
Kindliness, Charity, Inspiration, 
Higher Emotions, Love of Humanity. 

Ten is symbolized by the same 
symbol as one. Now it has reached 
a second cycle of evolution and Light 
and Understanding are shed upon all 
things. 

The numbers 11 and 22 are Master 
Numbers. They signify the evolu- 
tion from the lower to the higher.

He cannot advance, because his mind 
je so filled with meaningless super- 
etitions that he has no room for the 
Truth to penetrate; and when fear 
is in possession of man's mind, he is 
wo enslaved by It that he dares not 
think beyond the horizon that has 
always been his. He dares not broaden 
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his view, lest he see 


there things 
that will add to his fears. 
Patience and understanding in a 


high degree are necessary in order 
to lead those shackled by supersti(ion 
and bound by fear out into the light 
of fearlessness and understanding. 


Sometimes it can be accomplished, 
and sometimes all the efforts of the 
Teachers fail, because the mind has 
been so darkened by these twin de- 


mons—Superstition and Fear—that 
more than is possible for accomplish- 
ment through teaching is needed. 


Every seeker for higher knowledge 
or spiritual advancement should be 
on the alert against these foes, and 
search his mind diligently to see 
that there is lurking there nothing 
that can be classified either as a fear 
or a superstition. To let either of 
these have place in your conscious- 
ness, is to invite multitudes of kin- 
dred things, because, like all evil 
forces, they multiply rapidly and at- 
tract to themselves qualities of like 
character. To admit one supersti- 
tious belief into your mind or to al- 
low one to stay there, once it has 
been discovered, is soon to find your- 
self caught in a web of superstition. 
To allow one fear to have power over 
you, is to make yourself liable to 
many fears. Everywhere in true 
teachings, you will find the admoni- 
tion to seek wisdom, to pursue knowl- 
edge, to open your mind to light, for 
the Teachers know well that as the 
light of Truth penetrates the mind of 
man, fears and superstitions vanish 
as the shadows of night before the 
rising sun. 


The dawning of the New Age will 
find the human race freed from the 
majority of things that today hold it 
in bondage.

In your study hour of Silence, read 
this lesson over three times very 
carefully.
